Three of the Party Safe on Board the 
Cruiser Yorktown. 


Montt Will Wink at the Departure of 
the Remainder. 


The Baltimore Inquiry Continued—Testi- 
mony Making a Very Strong Case 
Against the Chilean Police— 
Authorities Impatient. 


8y Telegraph to The Times. 

New York, Jan. 10,—[By the Assb- 
ciated Press.] The Herald’s Valparaiso 
special says: ‘‘Minister Egan this 
morning left the legation at Santiago, 
escorting Juan and William McKenna 
and José Carrena, three of the nine ref- 
ugees who have been under his protec- 
tion. They took a train for Valparaiso, 
going from there aboard the United 
States cri'iser Yorktown. ‘This action 
onthe part of Egan, it is said, was. 
taken with the tacit approval of the 
present Chilean government. There 
seems no doubt that the rest of the refu- 
gees will. leave the legation at 
an early date under similar condi- 
tions. Egan today received a long 
cipher dispatch from the American 
State Department. He also received a 
cable from Minister Montt. 

‘Mail Orderly Brady, who went 
ashore some time ago to filea cable dis- 
patch, did not return to the vessel, and 
was supposed to have been foully dealt 


“with, but who proved to be a deserter 


for the sake of a woman in this city, 
has been arrested and taken aboard the 
Yorktown. 

‘‘The widow and children of. Bslma- 
ceda expect to goto Europein Febru- 
ary, and will reside in Barcelona, 

‘President Montt yesterday visited 
the prison in Santiago and released 
Colonels Moran and Errazuriz, officers 
of Balmaceda’s division at Coquimbo. 
He also gave orders to release some 
other Balmacedist military officers con- 
fined there. 

“The Yorktown will probably sail for 
Peruon Monday with the two McKen- 
has aboard. Carrera sails the same day 
aboard the German steamer Abydos. 
Public opinion refativ® to these refugees 
is that Chile is wellrid of them. While 
President Montt and the cabinet would 
not grant them safe conducts, nothing 
was done to prevent their leaving the 
American legation, 


THE BALTIMORE INQUIRY. 
A Strong Case Made Oat Against the Chi- 
lean Police. 
VALLEJO, Jan. 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.| Today was the third of the in- 
vestigation into the attack on the 
sailors of the Baltimore. Judge Advo- 
cate Remy presided alone, District At- 
torney Garter being absent. Testi- 


mony was taken very rapidly, over 


twenty witnesses’ being examined. 
Nearly all of the crew have now testi- 
fied, and on Monday. the officers will 
probably take the stand. The case of 
the United States, as stated by Presi- 
dent Harrison in his message, has been 
completely proven. There can no 
longer be a doubt that the mob was or- 
ganized beforehand. Nearly every 
sailor was warned by at least one per- 
son that the Baltimore men would be 
attacked at dark. The clerk of the 
bank where they changed their 
money warned some of them. 
An English sea captain stopped others 
on the street and warned them, and 
many otliers, in all classes of society, 
also gave warnings. Asa result many 
of the sailors kept away from the low 
part of the town and went to the fash- 
ionable residence and business part, 


| only to be followed and attacked by the 


mop. There were at least four differ- 
ent localities, some of them_over a 
mile apart, where attacks on the:sail- 
ors were made simultaneously. The 
shameful part played by the Valparaiso 
police and sailors becomes more and 
more evident daily. Nearly every wit- 
ness was abused and insulted by them 
while the evidence that they shot and 
killed Riggin is conclusive. 
SCHLEY SAYS HIS MEN WERE SOBER. 


As.to-the sobriety of the» Baltimore’s } 


men, Capt. Schley said today: ‘Eight 
out of ten of my sailors are not drink- 
ing men. They confine themselves 
almost entirely to beer and such light 
drinks and the liberty party was espe- 
cially composed of men who bore repu- 
tations for sobriety.”’ 

The first three witnesses today testi- 
fied to the facts of the assault made on 
the sailors near the mole, a distance of 
about a miie from from where Riggin 


-was killed. The row began in both 


places at the same time. The three 
witnesses told the same story. That of 
the third, named John Carson, was the 
most sensational, as he was followed by 
a mob into the very heart of the finest 
business portion of the city. The entire 
row occurred outside of the lower quar- 
ter of the city. A large number of 
sailors had gone to the Plaza Victoria 
toattend the opera. The opera was 
postponed, and it was soon after this 
that the row began. The story of 
James Gillen, the first witness, was 
merely corroborative of Carson’s ac- 
count. 

The second witness, James Stewart, a 
fireman, testified that when his boat 
was on the way to the shure they 
passed| near- the Esmeralda. The 
men on this ship were running along 
the sides shaking tists and knives at the 
sailors. ‘‘We feared,’’ said he, ‘‘that 
there would betrouble.’’ Stewart then 
told the same story as Gillen. | 

HAD TO BSCAPE IN DISGUISE. 

John Carson, a fireman, testified that 
he went into White’s saloon. The bar- 
keeper warned him not to’ remain out 
after dark as the mob meant to attack 


them. Later he and others were 


warned that they would be attacked as 
econ’ ps. it Was

der the influence of liquor. 


dark, He then ( of the police, not a single sailor has yet 


thought there. was trouble brewing 


and started for the mole with 
seven others of the Baltimore’s 
men, They found a mob assault- 


ing other Baltimore's sailors. As soon 
as fhe rescuers arrived they were at- 
tacked, and a fight followed, and the 
sailors acquitted themselves well until 
the mob began to stone them. Then 
the sailors separated and fled. Carson 
soon foundhimself alone. The mob was 
still at his heels. He said: 

I entered the Hotel Colonne, one of the 
best hotels in the city, for refuge. The 
crowd stopped at the doors howling. lL 
asked for a room, but was refused. ThenlI 
asked for a meal, but was again refused 
and ordered out. Iran toward the crowd 
atthe door, They yielded. I ran across 
the street into a cigar store with the mob 
following me, but the door was shut 
againstthem, A young gentleman came 
in and said: ,‘Get that uniform off. I 
am an Americah, too, but thev will murder 
youifyou wear those clothes.’’ He gave 
me citizens’ clothes and took me out. The 
crowd saw me, but did not recognize me, 
and made no demonstration. I never ex- 
presnen approval of the action of the po- 

ce. 

Owen Ganning, a coalheaver, testi- 
fied that he heard that a Baltimore man 
had been shot, and went to the scene. 
He witnessed the attack on Davidson 
and was himself mobbed. He got away 
and disguised himself, and went toa 
drug store and found Turnbull, one of 
the crew, and half-naked 
on the floor. is back was cut all to 
pieces with knives. He was still con- 
scious, but no one was doing anything 
forhim. He saw Turnbull about an 
hour before and he was perfectly sober 
then. 

Recess was taken. 

BEATEN BY POLICEMEN. 
Ater recess the first witness was John 
McBride. He testified as follows: 

I left the Baltimore before 1 o'clock on 
liberty. I went first to the exchange office 
to get Chilean money. The clerk -there 
warned me thata mob was organizing to 
attack us after dark. I went up to the Vic- 
toria Plaza to attend the operathere. The 
play was postponed and I started to return 
to the mole, On the way, about 6 o'clock, 
I met two Baltimore sailors, who warned 
me that a row was going on by the mole. 
We turned down a side street,and a block 
off I was suddenly seized by twoChilean po- 
licemen, who, without a word of warning, 
began to beat me with their sword bayo- 
nets. I made no resistance, although se- 
verely beaten, Other police theu came up 
and began'to beat me again. Becoming 
frightened I broke away and ran, A 
mounted policeman followed and overtook 
me about a block off. He struck me over 
the head with a sword, inflicting a severe 
cut andknocking me down. He then began 
beating me. My whole side was black and 
blue from the blows. Then they took me 
to jail. Lwassober and unarmed, and in 
fact had seen no fighting at all when the 
police seized me. I never expressed ap- 
proval of their conduct, 

STABBED AND JAILED. 

B, A. Smith testified as follows: 

‘After leaving the ship several of us hired 
horses. and roe out to the eastern part of 
the city. Absat 6 o'clock we returned to- 
ward the mole. Near the Plaza Victoria, a 
rich business quarter, we went into an oys- 
ter stall. While there we heard a row out- 
side and I went to the door. Instantly a 
man seized me and dragged me into the 
street, where Il was beaten and stabbed in 
the head. I escaped and fied, the mob after 
me. Some one tripped me and I fell. 
While down I was beaten and stabbed 
again. I was dazed by the wounds and was 
carried to jail. There I found Hamilton, 
the carpenter's mate on the Baltimore, un- 
conscious and covered with blood. No one 
was attending to him. I was kept there 
till next evening. While on the way to 
prison I tried to aid one of the Baltimore's 
erew named Buckley, who was staggering 
from wounds he had received, when a po- 
liceman struck me with a gunand called 
me afoul name, I was sober. I had not 
drank a drop of anything, I nevér ex- 
pressed approval -at the action of the po- 
lice. 

HOW OTHER SAILORS WERE TREATED. 

' J. F. McAdams testfiied that the po- 
lice arrested him while he was out 
walking in the Victoria Plaza. A 
friend of his, a resident of Valparaiso, 
asked the cause of his arrest and was 
told that the police were arresting all 
Baltimore men. McAdams maintains 
thatthe policeman who arrested him 
was drunk and that he himself had not 
drank a drop for months. He never ex- 
pressed approval of the actions of the 
police. 

William Lacey, a coal heaver, was 
attacked shortly after getting ashore. 
AChilean man-of-warsman stabbed him 
inthearm. Hishead was also cut open 
by astone. The police arrested Lacey 
and took him to jail. 

Peter Johnson, gunner’s miate ofthe 
Baltimore, corroborated the former's 
evidence. He was mobbed, but escaped 
without serious injury. He had been 
warned ofthe organization of the mob. 

Frank Bostell, an apprentice, and 
William gave corroborative 
testimony. 

Frederick Clifford, a marine, testified 
that he was chased bya mob. The po- 
lice stood along the street and did not 
interfere in any way. The only warn- 
ing he had received beforehand was in 
threats and gestures by the crews of 
the Esmeralda-and Huascar as the boats 
of the Baltimore were coming ashore. 4 

Joséph Wiggin testified that he was 
attacked near the Capt. Prat monu- 
ment. He tried to break through the 
crowd to where he saw a Chilean army 
officer fi uniform. When he reached 
him the officer pointed his sword at his 
breast. Atthe same moment a stone 
struck him in the back of the head, 
knocking him senseless. 

George Panter testified that he was 
attacked by a mob and dodged into a 
bar-room, The proprietor ordered him 
out. He left and was at once attacked, 
stabbed twice in the back and shoulder 
and knocked unconscious. In this condi- 
tion he was taken to prison and then to 
the hospital, He wasonthe sick list 
for twenty-six days as aresult of nis 
wounds. 

William Sullivan testified that an En- 
glish sea captain stopped him on the 
street about 5 o'clock and told him to 
look out, as the Chileans were going to 
attack the Americans. He went to the 
mole and was there attacked by a mob 
and stoned. ‘the police arrested him 
and took him to jail. Thenext morning. 
he and nine other Baltimore sailors 
were arraigned in court, and the Judge 
saidtothem: ‘You didn’t expect this 
trouble, but we did,’’ 

©, P. Semper (colored seaman) and 
A. F. Oolahan, fireman, gave corrobo- 
rative testimony. 

Every witness examined testified that 
he was sober and: unarmed, and. had 
seen none of the Baltimore sailors’ un. 
All but two 
or three stated that they had been 
warned that mobs were preparing to at- 
tack them.

DISTRICT ATTORNEY GARTER’S OPINION. 

San FRancisco, Jan. 9.—United States 
District Attorney Garter, who has been” 
assisting Judge Advocate Gen. Remey 
on the Baltimore investigation at Val- 
lejo, said tonight: ‘‘There is no. doubt 
that Riggin and Turnbull were foully 
murdered; that the assaults on the 
Americans were unprovoked, and that 
many were outrageous. The testimony 
points very strongly tothe fact that 
while the attack resulted from a 
quarrel between Riggin, Talbot anda 
Chilean sailor, it was seized upon 


by the Chilean mob asa pretext for a 


general attack. It was also fully shown 
that police and soldiers in Chilean uni- 
forms made little effort to dispel the 
crowd and protect the Americans, and 
that they even joined the assault, 
although there were instances of ar- 
rests made and protection givcn to 
American sailors during that time. I 
still affirm that Riggin and Turnbull 
were foully murdered,”’ 


EGAN DEFENDED. 
Capt.. Schley Says the Minister is the 
Right Man in the Right Place. 

VaLLEJo, Jan. 9.—Capt. Schley said 
today to an Associated Press reporter: 
‘‘When I went to Chile I was prejudiced 
against Minister Egan, but I found him 
a quiet, intelligent, estimable gentle- 
man, firm yet not boisterous, and in 
every way determined to do his duty to 
the United States. His letters to the 
Chilean government were diplomatic 
masterpieces, unanswerable in logic, 
firmand decided, and yet thoroughly 
polite and respectful. I soon concluded 
that he was the right man inthe right 
place. The British Minister, Kennedy, 


declared in my presence that he had 


written to Lord Salisbury that Egan’s 
conduct throughout had been dignified 
and commendable, and that in him the 
United States hada Minister of whom 
any country might well be proud.”’ 


WASHINGTON OPINION, 

Action Disappointing, but the 
Government will be Patient. 

Wasnincton, Jan, 9.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] There is no doubt that 
the administration received with disap- 
pointment the dispatch yesterday from 
Sejior Pereira, the Chilean Minister of 
Foreign Affairs. through Minister 
Montt. It wasa recapitulation of the 
findings of the Chilean judicial officer, 
instead of a statement that might be 
regarded as an apology for the attack 
on the crew of the Baltimore. The

length to which the proceedings have 1Te reconcile the statements with those 


dragged and the statement to Blaine by 
Montt that other links are to be added 
to the long chain of legal formalities, 
naturally had an _ irritating effect 
upon the administration which has 
postponed further communication with 
Congress upon the subject in the hope 
that a satisfactory understanding would. 
be reached in a short time. 

Upon further consideration, however, 
it appears that the dispatch marks tan- 
gible advancement toward the desired 
object. The tone of the dispatch is 
much more friendly and conciliatory 
than that which characterized some 
preceding communications. As the pro- 
ceedings so far have resulted only in 
indictments against the offenders, it is 
hardly presumed that the Chilean gov- 
ernment, after the stand it has taken, 
will be expected to make an apology 
and promise reparation until the trial 
has taken place and the prisoners con- 
victed of murderous assault. Minister 
Montt’s statements warrant the assump- 
tion that the trial will begin immedi- 
ately and if it is apparent that the 
regular process of Chilean law are being 
carried forward with proper expedition 
and there is fair ground to expect an 
apology, the United States Government 
will doubtless continue to await the re- 
sult for a reasonable time. . 

Minister Montt characterizes as ab- 
surd the statement coming from Val- 
lejo, Cal., that Davidson, a Baltimore 
sailor, was tried and convicted in Chile 
without his knowledge or that of the 
officers of the vessel. Minister’ Perei- 
ra’s dispatch of yesterday supports 
Montt’s statement on this point, for it 
shows that. Davidson was indicted but 
not tried: .It is entirely improbable 
that he will ever be tried in Chile for 
rioting, as it is not supposed he would 
be surrendered to tise legal authorities

A grave disparity is noted between 
the findings of the Chilean district at- 
torney and the testimony collected from 
the Baltimore’s people concerning the 
attack on them. The reports of the 
medical officers of the vessel have 
reached the Navy Department: Medi- 
cal Inspector Cooke, reporting on Rig- 
gin’s death, says: 

After receiving several wounds, not neces- 
sarily fatal, he was wounded by a rifle ball. 
Some of the wounds were inflicted post 
mortem. There is good evidence that the 
party from this ship, consisting of 117 
men, were assaulted in at least six different 
localites nearly simultaneously. The at- 


tack was apparently premeditated. 


In the case of the coal heaver, Turn- 
bull, the inspector says: 

He died from pyzxmia from an incised 
wound penetrating the left lung. He was 
first knocked down by a _ blew on the head 
witha stone and cut “while lying uncon- 
scious. He was arrested and taken uncon 
scious to the prison ward. The wound pen- 
etratedthe pleura and lung. He received 
eighteen or twenty other stab wounds in 
the posterior. It was impossible for the 
medical officers of the ship tosecure proper 
attention. for him and attendance was en- 
tirely lacking at night.

be removed to another ward. Finally. 
when it was represented that Turnbull 
would probably die, he and four others of 
our wounded men were liberated and taken 
aboard the ship.

An Outbreak of Anarchists 
in Spain. | 


They Attack and Attempt to Pillage 
the City of Xeres, 


Seattered by Soldiers—Several Killed 
* Many Captured. 


English Police Continue to Make Discow 
erles About the Plots of the Gang 
Recently Unearthed in 

That Country. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Maprip, Jan. 9.—[By Cable and Asso 
ciated Press.] Last night a band of 
Anarchists from the country . surrounds 
ing Xeres made an attack on that place 
intending to pillage the town. Gend- 
armes, however, got wind of the affair 
andthe Anarchists were surprised by @ 
strong force awaiting them. The An- 
archists were armed with fowling 
pieces, and though the plan of pillage 
was frustrated, they determined to pun- 
ish the police for thwarting their de- 
signs. They made.a desperate attack 
on the guardians of the town, and a 
stubborn fight resulted. The gend- 
armes finally charged upon and repulsed 
the enemy. The latter returned, how- 
ever, and firing continued until early 
this morning. 

The military authorities today tooka 
hand in the affair. They dispatched a 
force of cavalry in pursuit of the An- 
archists, who fled precipigately. The 
cavalry pursued them in évery direc 
tipn and succeededin capturing a ma- 
jority of them. The prisoners will be 
arraingned before a court-martial and 
punishment will follow swift upon con- 
viction. 

The attack was commenced as people 
were Jeaving the theaters and was di- 
rected principally toward,that quarter 
in which the prison is situated, the in- 
tention being to liberate the prisoners, 
The troops repulsed the rioters while 
the gendarmes were routing a number 
of scattered bands which were creating 


After a stubborn resistauce by the Ap- 

archists, three of them were killed and 

twenty more or less seriously injured, 

An innocent spectator waskilled during - 
the fight by an Anarchist. armed witha 

scythe. This rioter, with thirty com- 

panions, was placed under arrest. 

The Cabinet council today ordered 
the authorities to deal with rioters with 
the utmost rigor. The audacity dis- 
played in attacking a city in whicha 
battalion of infantry anda regiment of 
cavairy were quartered, is regarded as 
alarming and inexplicable. 

Li Epoea, speaking of the affair, says 
that the rioters made attacks simulta- 
neously on the infantry barracks and 
town hall. The paper also says that 
the rioters were repulsed without a sime 
gle soldier being wounded. 


THE GANG IN ENGLAND, 


Police Continue to Make Startling Discove 
eries of Their Plots. 

Lonpox, Jan. 9.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.] The police of Walsall 
are making.further investigations into 
the doings of, the Walsail Anarchists, 
The authorities are extremely reticent 
regarding their discoveries, but it has 
leaked out that their investigations de- 
veloped the fact that the prisoners, 
Cailes, Slaughter and Deakin, with 
others who are not yet in custody, were 
hatching a plot resembling in its de- 
tails the plot of the Anarchists in Chi- 
cago, which led to the Haymarket mas- 
sacrein 1888. It is asserted that four 
of the documents seized by the police 
are of an’ extremely startling nature, 
Further arrests are certain to follow 
the knowledge gained by the police, 
and sensational developments are prom- 
ised when the authorities make public 
all the details of the conspiracy. 
Among the spoils which have fallen 
into the hands of the police is a heap of 
pamphiets and papers found in the club 
rooms. These are couched in violent 
language against rich men, monopo- 
lists and society in general. Among 
the papers were found copies of the 
Chicago Anarchist, besides a number of 
cartoons published in American and 
Continental Anarchistic papers. 

The police regard Slaughter as the 
most dangerous member of the gang. 
He was born in Norwich, but lived for 
years in the United States. Slaughter 
came to ‘Walsall six months ago and 
immediately becam member of the 
club. Ever since then he has virtually 
been the prime mover in all schemes 
concocted by the Anarchists in that 
town. The police assert that Slaughter 
was prominent among the Socialists at 
Chicago at the time of the Haymarket 
massacre, and claim that he has been 
connected with almost every big An- 
archist movement of recent years, 
Slaughter talks with an American ac- 
cent. He istall and slight. Since last 
July he has been employed in a foundry, 

When the police searched Slaughter’s 
lodgings they found an immense assort- 
ment of literature in which the most 
violent form of language is used to call 
on Anarchists to revenge themselves 
-upon society for the wrongs which they 
claim to suffer. The shells seized by

A FATAL AFFRAY, 


A Santa Monica Saloon Man Shot 
~ by an Officer. 


Charles H. Kimball Killed by Deputy 
Sheriff Kellar. 


The Tragedy the Result of a Row in 
Kimball’s Place. 


Statement of Constable Dexter, Who Wit- 
nessed the Shooting—The Kiliing in 
Self-defense—The Inquest to 
be Held Today, 


At 8 o'clock yesterday morning a 
shooting affray took place in Santa 
Monica in which Charles H. Kimball, 


the saloon-keeper who runs the club- 


house near the depot inthat city, was 


killed. The shooting was done by Dep- 
uty Sheriff H. W. Kellar in the dis- 
charge of his duty as an officer, as near 
as can be learned. 


Ths facts leading up to the wcanedy 


are as follows: 


Night before last Contractor Bemish 


and a party of friends drove down to 
Santa Monica and put up their teams at 
H. C, Beville’s stable, a few yards from 
Kimball’s saloon. 


A few minutes before 7 o'clock yes- 


terday morning they called for their 
teams, and had a dispute with the sta- 
ble-boy as to the price for keeping the 
teams over night. 
were at the stable at the time, and 
one of

them abused’ the bov to 
a and struck man, 
when all three of them jumped him 
and proceeded to beat him. He made a 
hard fight, however, and succeeded in 
giving one of the mena couple of black 
eyes. 

The fight was continued to the street, 
and attracted the attention of Mr. Orr, 
the proprietor of the Jackson House, 
near by, and when Orrsaw how the men 
were beating the boy | he ran up stairs 
to Kellar’s room and asked him to 
dress and come down stairs, as a big 
‘fight was going on. 

By the time Kellar reached the street | 
the fight had ended and the three men 
had gone into Kimball's saloon, but, the 
boy was standing in front of the stable. 
Kellar placed him under arrest and 
walked into Kimball’s to arrest the 
three men. They were washing the 
blood from their faces, and when Kel- 
lar placed one of them under arrest, 
one of the others became abusive and 
told Kellar that he had no right to ar-. 
rest them without warrants. 

Kimball then joined in and struck 
Kellar, at the same time telling him 
that he could not make any arrests in 
his place. Kellar told him that he 
would have to arrest hith for interfer- 
ing with an officerin the discharge of 
his duty, but Kimball only laughed at 
him, and the others began to ‘josh’’ 
him and show fight: 

Kellar called to some of the men 
standing around to assist him, but they 
paid no “attention, and he saw that he 
could do nothing unless he engaged in a 
reugh-and-tumble fight. so he made up 
his mind to go for Constable Dexter, 
and he left the saloon. _* 

He went to Dexter’s house and told 
him what was going on, and the two 
looked up Justice of the Peace Twitchell 
and got out complaints for Kimball and 
the three men who fought with the boy, 
but as they did not know their names 
alias warrants were issued. 

Just as the two officers were about to 
leave the justice’s office Mr, Orr ran in 
| and begged Kellar not to go over and 
arrest Kimball, as Kimball was stand- 
ing outin front of his place swearing 
that he would kill Kellar on sight. 

This information did not keep the 
officers from attending to their duty, as 
they both started for Kimball’s, with 
Dexter in the lead. When Dexter 
reached the top of the hill in front of 
the depot he was met by Mrs. Orr, who 
asked himto keep away, as she was 
afraid Kimball would kill him. 

Dexter paid nofattention but kept on. 
and when he got “within a few yards of 
the saloon he noticed Kimballand a 
prize-fighter named Rochette standing 
in the saloon door. <Asthe officers ap- 
proached Kimball remarked ‘‘the 
—— have guns,’’ and ran in the saloon. 
Thinking the men he wanted were in 
the saloon Dexter ran in as fast as he 
could, but there was no one inside but 
Kimball, who ran to the end of the bar 
and picked up a double-barrelled shot- 
gun. He cocked it and partly raised it, 
when Dexter said: ‘Charley, for God's 


} sake, don’t!’’ when Kimball threw the 


gun up to his shoulder quick and an ex- 
plosion followed instantly. 

The powder blinded Dexter, but he 
looked around as quick as he could, ex- 
pecting to see Kellar lying on the floor, 
as he believed Kimball fired the shot. 
He feared Kimball would shoot him 
next, so he looked toward him as soon 


as the smoke cleared away, 

and saw Kimball standing exactly 
where he was when shot 
was fired. He noticed a little 


blood trickling down his neck on the 
lift side, and as he was still holding the 


gun up Dexter made a rush for him and 


caught the gun, which he took and 
placed back where Kimball got it. At 
the sametime Dexter caught Kimball 
to keep him from falling, and with the 
assistance of Rochette he carried Kim- 
ballinto a bed-room adjoining the sa- 
loon and called for assistayce. 

In the meantime Kellar ran for a 
doctor and everything possible was 
done for him, but he died in about an 
hour. 

Soon after the shooting Keilar gave 
himself up to Justice Twitchell, and 
was brought tothis city by Constable 
Dexter on the afternoon train and 
placed in the County Jail. 

A Times reporter called on Kellar

DEXTER’S STATEMENT, 

Constable Dexter was seen, however, 
and made the following statement: 

The first Lknew. of the trouble was a€ 
7:30 this morning when Kellar came to my 
house and wanted me to go with him to 
Kimball's, as there wasa row going om 
there, and had been a seriousfight. Kellag 
was covered with dust and there was blood 
on hishat. He told me about the fight and 
we went to Twitchell’s and got warrants for 
Kimball for resisting an officer and for the 
men engaged in the fight for disturbing the 
peace. As we left the courtroom Mr. Orr 
came up to Kellar and told him that Kim. 
ball was ranting around, swearing 
he would gill him. Kellar made 
a reply which I did not hear, and 
we went on our way, but before we 
reached, the saloon Mrs. Orr came up?to 
Kellar and advised him to keep away from 
Kimball. I walked on and did not hear 
everything that was said, but Kellar fol- 
lowed me, and asI reached a point near the 
saloon I noticed Kimball and Rochette 
standing inthe door. Iwas probably ten 
feet away and spoke to Charley, but he 
made no reply other than ‘“you——— 
you've got a gun,’ and at the same time h¢ 
ran in the saloon and I followed as quick aa 
I could, as I expected to find the whole gang 
there. As I reached a spot six or eight feet 
from Kimball, he jumped to the far end of 
the bar and grabbed a shotgun and cocked 
both barrels, at the same time bringing it 
upto hisshoulder. I hesitated a second, 
when I said ‘For God's sake, Charley, 
don't,”’ and at that moment a shot was 
fired, andI thought he had shot Kellpr, 
who was almost behind me, as I could 
see the gun was not pointed atme. The 
smoke blinded me so that I could not seq 
for a few seconds, but I expected Kimbalj 
to fire the other barrel at me. I closed in 
and noticed blood running down his neck. 
1 grabbed the gun and placed it back of the 
bar and caught Kimball in my arms and we 
carried him to his bedroom and Kellar went 
for a doctor. 

As Kimball was sighting the gun 
Kellar when Kellar fired the bullet p 
through Kimball's left arm before it entered 
his neck. 
the chin on the left side. 

Keller did not fire until Kimball raised 
his gun suddenly to bis shoulder and took 
sight. There were no other witnesses to 
the shooting except a small newsboy 
named Carl Rapp, who was building a fire 
in the cardroom and peeped in throug) th 
door when -we entered. Rochette did no 
come in until I had Kimball in my arms, 

THE CORONER NOTIFIED. 

Coroner Weldon was notified and went 
down yesterday morning, but he did not 
hold an inquest as he could not get all 
the witnesses, and will hold it this 
morning. 

Kimball’s remains were brought to 
this city last night and the funeral will 
probably take place this afternoon. 

Kimball has kept a saloon in Santa 
Monica for several years and had a num- 
ber of friends among the citizens, of 
that place and also in this city. He 
was about 80 years of age, and he and 
Kellar have been warm friends for sev- 
eral years and spent much of their time 
hunting together. 

Kellar is the sole heir to the large es- 
tate of the late Don Mateo Kellar. The 
estate consists of the large Malibu 
ranch above the old Santa Monica 
Cafion, and considerable property in 
this city. 

The young man, who reached his ma- 
jority last year, was educated in 
Europe, and is a prominent member of 
the Los Angeles Athletic Club. He 
spends much of his time on his ranch, 
and as there has been considerable cat- 
tle-stealing going on, he induced Sheriff 
Gibson to swear him in so that he could 
protect his property. 

The young man is very sorry that the 
shooting took place, but he is confident 
that. had he not fired when he did Kime 
ball would have killed him,

Carcaco, Jan. 9.—[By the Associated 
Press.| A morning paper says: 
A new political organization has been 


‘| formed. Reciprocity fis its platform and 


Blaine is its chief. The combination in- 
cludes laboring men in the protected trades, 
farmers who are notin or who are weary 
of the Alliance and Democrats and Repub- 
licans who believe in Blaine and protective 
tariff. The organization is secret and oath 


‘bound. Each member must subscribe to a 


form which fixes his opinion on certain 
questions in black and white. It claims 
5000 members fu Chicago, among them be- 

ing Congressmen W. E. Mason, Frank Law- 

ler and a host of others prominent in polli- 

tics and business. Outside of Chicago the 
organization is said to have 75,000 mem- 
berss Encampments or lodges are to be or- 
ganized in every city in the land. Old-time 
political organizations are to be laid aside. 
Its scope is immense. It takes in half a 


dozen great interests in the West 
and Southwest. It embraces’ every 
one who is partial to Blaine and 


reciprocity and is organized under the gen- 
eral title of ‘Knights of Reciprocity.’’ In 
the East, where there are no Farmers’ Al- 
liance organizations, the organization is 
called the ‘Continental League.” This 
particular branch of the movement is in- 
tended to existin cities and large towns 
almost exclusively. Clarkson is said to 
have conceived the idea, and Patrick Ford, 
editor_of the Irish World of New York,is 
credited with assisting him in working out 
its details. 

In the ritual of the “Continental League’’ 
four leading questions are put to candi- 
dates.

BERLIN, Jan. 9. —[Copyright, 1892, 
by the New York Associated Press?] 
The Reichstag next week will debate 
the bill for the repression of drunken- 
ness. The Bundesrath has approved 
the measure as originated by Emperor 
William, only modifying. the severity of 
the penalties imposed upon offending 
public housekeepers. The ministers 
consider the proposal with disfavor and 
members of the Bundesrath express 
doubt as totheir practical value. How- 
ever, the Emperor, having set his heart 
upon trying the effect upon drinking of 
legislative restrictions, has obtained 
them a 


from hesitating assent. 
The fate of the measure in 
the Reichstag is doubtful. The 


Conservatives and National Liberals 
will support the bill while the Freis- 
innige and Socialist parties oppose it, 
mainly because its provisions invest the 
police anthorities with exceptional pow- 
ers to interfere in the private life of 
citizens. A clause especially objection- 
able empowers officials to prosecute all 
persons denounced as habitual drunk- 
ards and cause their imprisonment. 
The measure, if it becomes a law, will 
inevitably give rise toa host of mali- 
cious informers and blackmailers, who’ 
will continually busy themselves in lay- 
ing traps for the keepers of places of 
public resort and stand in readiness to 
blast the reputations of private individ- 
uals. 

The Emperorwill open the Landtag 
in person on Thursday next. It is ex- 
pected the speech fromthe throne will 
contain declarations in relation to the 
internal and foreign politics of the 
government. 

With regard to the Egyptian question 
the concord between the German gov- 
ernment and that of Great Britain is 
perfect and notrouble is anticipated in 
official circles in consequence of the 
accession of Abbas Pasha. If the 
French revive the question of the Brit- 
ish occupancy of Egypt they will re- 
ceive no support from either Russia or 
Turkey. The Czar at present is solici- 
tous that Europe should remain tran- 
quil and the porte is adverse to French 
interference. 

The discovery by Dr. Pfeffer of the 
influenza bacillus has caused consider- 
able excitement. The public ask of 
what practical use these revelations are 
until principles for the destruction of 
the bacillus are obtained. 

The strike of printers is still partly 
onin Berlin, Liepsic, Frankfort and 
Munich. The leaders state that 1000 
men are still out, and 14,000 men at 
work are contributing to the fund for 
the support of the strikers.. A number 
of master printers in this city have con- 
ceded the demands.and 1400 strikers 
were enabled to return to work. 

Herr Bebel, the Socialist leader, in 
an address to a conference of work- 
men at Mulhaus, proceeded to attack 
capitalists and the bourgeosie in the 
usual vein. He was permitted to pro- 
ceed until he began to comment upon 
the annexation of -Alsace-Lorraine, 
when the police compelled him to de- 
sist and broke up the meeting.

THE KREBS MINE HORROR. 


Fifty-one Bodies Thus Far Taken: 
_ from the Death Pit. 


Many of the Untortunates Burned Be- 
yond Recognition. 


The Shaft Filled with Dismembered 
Bodies of the Victims. 


Partial List of the Dead and Dying—The 
Searching Parties Still Prosecuting 
Their Terrible Task—Many 
Sad Scenes,

McA.uisTeR (I. T.,) Jan. 9.—[By the 
Associated Press.] The excitement, in- 
tensified almost to insanity because of 
the mine explosion, shows no abate- 
ment. All day yesterday and today 
5000 people were around the shaft of 
the mine, crowding, gesticulating and 
shrieking. Up to 2 o’clock this morf-. 
ing forty-eight dead bodies had been 
taken-out-of the-mine and 100 injured, 
fifteen of whom died. The remainder 
are lying at their homes swathed in cot- 
ton and vaseline. This morning local 
undertakers ordered a carload of coffins. 
All mines in the vicinity have shut 
down and miners and women have gath- 
ered at Krebs to aid in the work of 
rescue. 

Everybody is helping with the work 
of rescue with the exception of the ne- 
groes. Some time ago eight miners re- 
fused to work with negroes. This morn- 
ing a number of negroes went to Krebs 
and assisted in the work in only a half- 
hearted way, and one of their number 
was heard to say that it served the 
miners right to have been killed. Word 
passed from mouth to mouth and the 
indignation and fury of the miners 
knew no bounds. The United States 
deputy marshal, anticipating trouble, 
was on hand with a posse and drove the 
colored men from the place at the point 
of Winchesters. 

As body aiter body was removed from 
the ground, women crazed with despair 
would throw themselves in front of the 
shaft in.their efforts to determine at 
once whether it was that of father, 
brother or husband, Time and time 
again were the women pressed back 
from the mouth of the shaft, but as the 
work’ of rescue proceeded the same 
scenes were reénacted. It was almost 
impossible to recognize any resemblance 
to human form in the bodies of many of 
those rescued. Heads, arms, 
hands and feet in many instances were 
torn from thetrunks. Theclothes were 
either partially or totally burned away, 
and in many cases the flames had liter- 
ally roasted almost all the flesh on the 
body. The dead were taken to a plack- 
smith’s shop near the main shaft, where 
a morgue was improvised, and the liv- 
ing were taken to their homes. 

The crowd vacillated between the 
shaft and the blacksmith’s shop all day. 
Each article of clothing and the con- 
tents of the pockets were closely scru- 
tinized for any distinguishable mark 
whereby the bodies could be identified. 
A most horrible sight met the gaze of- 
members of the rescuing party at the 
bottom of the shaft, where lay an in- 
discriminate mass of débris and dis- 
membered bodies of miners. 
of the explosion was terrific. liter- 
ally tore the mine to pieces. It closed 
up the galleries, tore down the barri- 
cades which kept the air from cir¢ulat- 
ing freely through the unused portion 
of the mine, thus cutting off all air from 
the galleries. 

This morning the relief party of 
Krebs miners were compeiled, after 
eighteen hours of steady labor to stop 
work, The party were completely ex- 
hausted. Three carloads of mules were 
in the mines when the explosion oc- 
curred and only two animals were hurt. 
The boss driver, Tom Kane, was killed. 
The superintendent of the mine said 
the blame should be laid upon whoever 
fired the blast, as it was done too soon. 
It. should have beén fired at 5:30 
o’clock, after the miners had left the 
mine, in which case the explosion 
would have occurred, but only five or 
six men would have been killed. 

The work of bringing out the dead 
bodies and removing the living still 
progresses.

The fourth monthly meeting of the Pasa- 
dena teachers’ institute for the current 
school year was held at the Wilson High 
school yesterday morning. 

Supt. Monroe being confined to his room 
on account of illness, Prof. Graham called 
the institute to order. The first speaker, 
E. A. Cox of Boston gave an interesting ad- 
dress on the Normal methods of teaching 
music. He illustrated his system by aclass 
of third-year pupils from ihe Wilson pri- 
mary school, The little ones elicited ap- 
plause by their readiness in note singing 
and transposition. The professor gave 
Miss Stacy and the teachers of our city 
schools high praise for the excellent man- 
ner in which music is taught here. 

Miss Francis W. Lewis of Providence, 
read a fine paper on the ‘Recognition of the 
Pupil’s Individuality." As no two pupils 
are alike in mental habits and ability, in- 
struction and discipline must have refer- 
‘ence to individual wants and—c 
istics. Each pupil must be studied and en- 
thusiasm aroused at whatever cost to the 
teacher, or her teaching fails of proper 
success. A boy’s strong will then becomes 
an aid instead of a hindrance. There is 
urgent demand for more personal and less 
machine teachers. 

Prof. W. M. Trafton Randall of Chaffee 
College, Ontario, spoke on “University Ex- 
tension.’’ The college seems to be too far 
removed from the pedple. The idea of the 
college extension is ‘that the student shall 
not cease study when he leaves school. 
The method of work is different from that 
of the Chautauqua Society. For instance, 
a center is formed and a regular college 
professor is hired to give regular instruc- 
tion. The professor issues a syllabus cov- 
ering by outline his lectures and which is 
used as a text book. ‘ The national center is 
in Pennsylvania. Harvard and many other 
colleges of the East, as well as our own Uni- 
versity, are interested in the movement. 
New York asa state has taken upthe mat- 
ter and set aside $10,000 for its usein that 
State. The State University of California” 
has done something inthis line. There is 
alamentable amount of ignorance in these 
days. Of what good are schools of ad- 
vanced ideas in education until the masses 
are enlightened on this subject. ‘If we 
want to be the best teachers we must ex- 
tend our education away beyond what we 
haveto teach. The university extension 
has great opportunities for all of us.”’ 

Prof. Alex E. Frye, superintendent of 
San Bernardino city schools, spoke upon 
‘‘Mind Studies.’ The ideal of a people de- 
termines the kind of instructions to be 
given in the schools of anv country or any 
time. In the ancient times the question 
was, ‘‘What can the child be taught to en- 
dure?’ In the middle ages, ‘‘What*can the 
child be made to know?’ At the present 
time the question is, ‘‘What can he be 
taught to do’’’ Power of action should be 
made the basis of promotion. Promotion 
should be made not only at the end of the 
year, but all along the line. 

Onentering school the pupil should be 
taught perception of form. A pupil often 
goes through school in a listless manner, 
because he has no ideaof the form of the 
objects and scenes described. Study the 
temperament and constitution of each 
child and treat him accordingly. Experi. 
ments should be made to ascertain the 
sense defects of the pupils. 
these should be kept by theteacher. The 
child’s body should . receive attention as 
well as the mind. Educate humanity and 
politeness in the pupil.

Testimony in the Storke Divorce 
Suit All 


A Peculiar Letter from the Plaintiff 
Introduced in Evidence. 


Witnesses Testify to stétke's Kind 
Treatment of His Wife. 


“Tommy” Never Called Mrs. Storke’s Aunt 
“An Old Hen With Whiskers’’—Fif- 
teen Days Allowed in Which 
to File Briefs.

The trial of the Storke divorce case was 
resumed in the Superior Court yesterday 
morning. 

A deposition of Mrs. Pefia, a lady of re- 
finement and good family, Mving in Oak- 
land, ha(been taken by the plaintiff about 
the middle of December, which reached 
Santa Barbara on or about December 17. 
The contents of the deposition disproved 
one of the serious charges of the plaintiff 
against the defendant; that is, the Lick 
House scene, whereupon Mrs. Storke wrote 
the following letter, which Mr. Storke Cchar- 
acterizes as false and maliciously untrue in 
every particular. 

The létter is written from Los 
and is dated December 24. 
follows: ‘ 

‘When in San Francisco in the spring of 
1890 I learned that some time previous to 
Mr. Pefia’s embarking in the ill-fated Se- 
nora, he had deserted you and that you had 
followed him and prevailed on him to re- 
turn, and this contirmed my belief that he 
was not dead; that he had only pretended 
to goin the Senora in order to gain the 
time toget away during the days of her ab- 
sence, and that he had taken advantage of 
the loss of the ship to escape from you un. 
der the cover of apparent loss atsea. My 
love for you led me to investigate the mat- 
ter, whichI did with infinate patience and 
atno little expense. Mr. Storke knew of 
my doing so, and when we met you in San 


Angeles 
It reads as 


fused to do, fearlng to arouse false hopes 
which might not be sustained. Now see 
how carefully Brovidence adjusts details 
forus. Only a day or two after I had writ- 
ten you, telling how unwilling I was to 
bring you into any trouble, yet how imper- 
ative it was that I should do so, I received 
the final returns from the last money I had 
been able to expend for you. This told me 
thac Francis Pefia is alive, well ahd pros. 
Esors, living with a handsome woman and 

autiful child,a boy. I have been aided 
in the research by remembering the where- 
abouts of people who knew him when he 
was studying at Vallejo or  Bene- 
cia, I forget which. Thus God pun- 
ishes you for your treachery toward me. 
After all that you have said concerning 
Mr. Storke’s monstrous behavior to me at 
the Lick House, you swear that his con- 
duct was rational, reasonable and not un. 
usual, yet you. profess to be a Christian 
woman! I will not inquire whether in 
this vou were actuated by motives of spite 
against me, ‘for dragging vou into it.’ or 
by more sordid conriderations offered you 
by Mr. Storke. I believe Icould have you 
convicted ot perjury, but—you were once 
my friend—I will leave you to lie down and 
rise and eat and live and die—for you must 
remember that you haveto die—with the 
memory of your false witness ever resting 
upon you. If Ishould die, you weuld be in 
part my murderer. [shall not die, I shall 
live and keep the secret of Francis Pefia’'s 
whereabouts.” . 

At yesterday morning’s session C. C. 
Hunt, of the firm of Hunt, Hosmer & Co., 
grocers, was examined, and testified that 
Mrs. Storke had had the privilege of un. 
limited credit at his store, and’that they 
kept nothing but first-class goods. 

C.C. Newman, a partner of Mr. Loner- 
gan, the druggist, corroborated the testi- 
mony of the others in regard to Mrs, 
Storke’s attempt at suicide by taking mor- 
phiue. 

Dr. Casal testified to the same scene, but 
said he saw none of the effects of morphine, 
but that morphine might have been taken, 

Dr. Knox, in reply to a long hypothetical 
question, stated that presuming the evi- 
dence to be true as presented by the de- 
fense, the plaintiff, Yda Addis Storke, was 
suffering from a form of insanity known as 
hysterical insanity. 

The cross-examination of Tommy Storke 
was comparatively short. In general, it 
was tothe effect that he had never been 
refractory or insolent to Mrs. Storke, had 
never thrown rocks at*the house or called 
Mrs. Store's aunt old hen with whis- 
kers.’’ He had never disregarded her will 
except on one occasion, when he had been 
waiting for her, and she came out and said 
he was a dirty little imp, and togo on down 
town, and he went away. and did not come 
back for her. He had never hit her: arms 
when out driving with her, but had told her 
how to hold the reins. 

Dr. Winchester was introduced in the 
afternoon. His testimony was confined 
mostly toinsanity. He explained that hys. 
teria, hysterical mania and hysterical in- 
sanity were progressive terms suggesting 
the same disease, which often becomes 
chronic. 

Rev. P. S. Thatcher testified that he went 
to see Mr. Storke as a peace commissioner 
between Storke and wife. Storke spoke 
kindly of his wife and said she could come 
home whenever she wished. She persisted 
that Tommy be sent away. Witnéss 
boarded at the same place with her before 
she married, and ne-’ersaw anything in. 
dicating insanity. 

Mrs. Storke took the stand in rebuttal, 
and said that she went to see Mr. Boyce, 
the attorney for A. J. Lawrence, because 
Storke sent her to him to see what he knew 
Mr. Stephens had ignored 
Storke all through the Lawrence case, and 
had paid more attention to Mr. Taggart, 
also associate counsel. 

The witness was shown a letter written 
by her to B. F. Thomas imploring the aid of 
the Masonic order, and stating that Mr. 
Storke would not supply her with the ne. 
cessities of life. 

J. W. Taggart testified that there had 
been no friction between the attorneys for 
the defense in the trial of the Lawrence 
case, and that everything had been per. 
fectly harmonious. 

The defendant testified that he did not 
*send his wife to Boyce; that her actions had 
caused him mental suffering and ill health. 

Miss Edna Leland and Miss Gertrude Le- 
land testified for the prosecution that they 
had made a trip to San Francisco in June, 
1891, with Mrs. Storke. They had not 
known her before, and called on ner once 
or twice. They never observed aaything 
irrational or insane. 

De positions were placed in evidence from 
Judge O'Melveny, Thomas E. Rowan and 
others of Los Angeles stating that while 
she was positive, willed, excitable and emo- 
tional, they had never noticed anything ap- 
proaching insanity. 

The testimony here closed, and fifteen 
days were given to file briefs, the-ease then 
to be deemed submitted. 

The prosecution moved for $250 alimony 
to defray expenses. . 

The motion was compromised,the de- 
fendant paying all expenses up to date.

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GEN. GRANT, THE NATION’S GREAT 
SOLDIER, 


Our boys and girls have all heard of 
the illustrious Gen. Grant, who left his 
graphic Memoirs to be read by more 
than six hundred thousand of his coun- 
trymen. You may all think that the 
pooks will be of interest to your parents 
and other grown-up people, but that 
vou will not care to read them for your- 
selves. I think you will be interested 
if I tell you a little something of Gen. 
Grant today, who was the greatest sol- 
lier of the Republic, and that you will 
conclude that you, too, would like to read 
his Memoirs and learn more of the man 
who saved the life of this great Nation. 

At the beginning of the War of the 
Rebellion he was just plain Capt. Grant. 
Very few people in the country had 
ever heard of him. He was not a man 
to put himself forward. He did not 
seek notice. But he loved his country. 
He had been educated by the Govern- 
ment at West Point for a soldier. 
When the war broke out hesaid: ‘‘Uncie 
Sam educated me for the army, and 
although’ I have served faithfully 


- through one war, I feel that Lam alittle. 


In debt for my education, and I am 
ready to discharge it and help put down 
this rebellion.’’ He did not wait after 
this, but went right to work to help 
raise troops. When the Governor of 
his State told him that he would send 
nis name to Washington so that he 
night be appointed as brigadier-general, 
Grant nobly replied, ‘I do not ask for 
promotion, I want to earn it.’’ That 
was a spirit worthy of a great man. 

In June, 1861, he was appointed 
colonel of the Twenty-first Illinois Regi- 
ment. There were some bad men in 
that regiment; they were unruly and 
rebellious. The colonel who had been 
rommanding them could do nothing 
with them. They would not obey his 
prders, so he was forced to resign. 
Then Grant took the command of them, 
They soon learned that he had been ac- 
rustomed to be obeyed. There was no 
more disobedience of orders. They 
soon came to trust their new colonel 
and respect him. 

He had not been in command of this 
regiment long before he was made a 
prigadier-general, and after having 
won some splendid victories he was ap- 
pointed major-general. Afterward he 
received from President Lincoln his 
commission as lieutenant-general, and 
finally he was appointed general. It 
was he who led the armies of the Union 
luring the. war of the Rebellion, and 
won for us the grandest victories of the 
war. He had a million of soldiers un- 
fier him, marching through the South, 
the East and the West, all moved by his 
orders, and all acting in concert with 
his plans. We had other great gen- 
erals, but none of them were co: well 
able as he to determine the wisest plan 
of action, or so skillfully 
jirect the movements of the _ dif- 
ferent wings of the army so that they 
should all bear upon the rebel forces in 
such a way as to cripple them and place 
them almost wholly upon the defensive. 
Your histories will tell you of the grand 
victories he won at Fort Donelson, 


_ Vicksburg, Lookout Mountain, Chatta- 


noga, Petersburg, The Wilderness, 
Pittsburgh Landing, Spottsylvania and 
Appomattox. Before he came the 
country had begun to be discouraged. 
They could see no hope that the war 
would soonend. Hundreds of our brave 
soldiers were lying dead on many bat- 
tle-fields. Hundreds more were lying 
in filthy Southern prisons, starving and 
dying ofthirst, clad in torn and dirty 
garments, covered with vermin and 
suffering untold privations. It was a 
dark day, children, for our country. 
But as Grant, the new, brave leader of 
our armies, moved on, winning victory 
after victory and driving the army 
back into the heart of the rebellious 
Confederacy, the name of Grant was 
upon every lip, and was loved in every 
household. The boys and girls in school 
talked of him, and often the boys would 
say: ‘‘Ishould love to be a soldier 
when Iam aman, ifI could be such a 
grandone as Gen. Grant;’” and often 
some fond father would put his hand on 
his boy’s head when he said that, and 
answer: ‘‘God bless you my son! I 
hope you will be as true a man and as 
noble a patriot as our great general.”’ 
‘But with all of Gen. Grant’s success, 
and his high honors, he was always 
thoughtful for others, and was never 
proud nor overbearing. He was always 
the quiet and unassuming gentleman; 
the generous conqueror, the consid- 
erate leader, and the true and faith- 
ful friend, I do not doubt that you 
have heard the old saying, ‘‘The bravest 
are the tenderest.’’ That was true of 
Gen. Grant. He was a loving husband, 
father, friend, and he was very ten- 
der toward children. I have heard 
many beautiful stories of his thought- 
fulness for them and of his kindness to 
them. Even the little street ganins at 
Washinton used often to receive a 
kindly word from him when he was 
President, as he walked down the aVe- 
nue on pleasant afternoons. I have 
known them to wait for him and feel 
proud enough because they had received 
a pleasant smile and a’ kind word from 
the, President, and they would go away 
better and happier boys for it, too. 
They all liked him and used to’say, ‘‘He 
don’t act as if he felt any bigger nor us 
if he be President, do he?”’ ; 
It was after the war, you know, that 
Gen, Grant became President of the 
United States, It was a very fitting 
thing that the man whose wise gen- 
eralship had done so much «toward 
saving the Union should be chosen 
asits President. At the close of his 
first term he waselected again. I re- 
member the day of his inauguration and 
the great throngs that filled the streets 
of Washington, and the enthusiasm 
that prevailed among the crowd which 
had gathered to witness the ceremony. 
I remember seeing him at church, too. 
Always coming in so quietly and taking 
his seat, he would fix his keen eves 
upon the minister as soon as services 
commenced, hardly ever changing his 
position, and very attentive to all the 
minister had to say. He did not feel 
himself too great or too wise to be 
taught, but he was one of the best lis 
teners in the great crowd of people, 


Soon after the close of his second 
Presidentialterm, Gen. Grant set out 
on his tour around the world, and he 
was received with great honor in every 
land that he visited. Everywhere lhe 
went, in England and in France, he was 
received asif he werea king. .Great 
throngs of people went out to meet him; 
banquets and grand receptions were 
given in his honor, and grand lords and 
ladies, princes, kings, queens and all 
the great rulers of different lands 
received him with gladness and de- 
lighted to do him honor. It was not be- 
cause he was a rich man that he was so 
honored, but because he was great asa 
soldier, generous as a conqueror and 
noble asa man. Everybody felt that 
in whatever place Grant was he would 
be true to himself and to duty, and such 
aman asthat the world honors. The 
story of his life is a wonderful one, 
growing as he did from a_ poor boy and 
a humble soldier to be a mighty leader, 
the savior of his country, then its hon- 
ored ruler, and then again its noblest 
citizen. Knowing this much of him, I 
am sure that all our boys and girls will 
wish to read his memoirs, and that they 
will be very happy when their parents

LL WAS PEACE ON 
the plantation, but 
war has long arms, 
and it dropped its 
gifts of poverty and 
privation in many a 
humble home _ with 
which Joe Maxwell 
.was famiiiar. War 
had its -bill of fare, 
too, and much of it 
was not-to Joe’s taste. For coffee there 
were various substitutes: Sweet po- 
tatoes chipped and dried, parched meal, 
parched rye, parched okra seeds, and 
sassafras tea. Joe’s beverage was 
watér sweetened with sorghum syrup, 
and he found it a very refreshing and 
wholesome drink.

The girls made 
their hats of rye and wheat straw, and 
some very pretty bonpets were made of 
the fibrous substance that grows in the 
vegetable known as the bonnet squash. 

It was agreed on all sides that times 

were very hard, and yet they seemed 
very pleasant and comfortable to Joe 
Maxwell. He had never seen money 
more plentiful. Everybody seemed to 
have some, and yet nobody had enough.

‘HOW BANK NOTES ARE PRO- 


DUCED.

HE MEN WHO 
make the beautiful 
designs for bank bills 
are called engravers. 
They not only exe- 
cute that particular 
kind of work, but it 
is a part of their 

in business to make de- 
signs for bonds, stock certificates, post- 
age and _Tevenue stamps, checks, 
drafts, bills of .exchange, tickets for 
railways, bridges, and ferry companies; 
in fact, they do all kinds of fine engrav- 
ing from a postage stamp to a $50,000 
bond. 

I will endeavor to describe very 
briefly and clearly the process of makinz 
a bank note. First of all a model is 
made, partly in India ink and parly by 
pasting together imvressitns of small 
pieces of leather work and cycliodal 


After the plate has been polished the 
printer places it in the press, were it re- 
ceives a sheet of paper placed by a fe- 
male assistant. Thenhe gives a hard 
pull, the plate paper between the cylin- 
ders and the impression is made. 

Bank note sheets after being printed 
are taken to the drying-room where the 
steam-heated temperature is 250 de- 
grees above zero. They: remain here 
one night. Inthe morning the sheets 
are examined for imperfections. 
perfect and torn sheets are thrown 
aside. Perfect sheets are put up in 
packages of 1,000 witha slip of paper 
to indicate each hundred, are then put 
between mill-boards and pressed in a 
hydraulic press. Then the bills are 
numbered by the automatic numbering 
machine. Postal notes go through a 
similar process, with the difference that 
they are printed on a _ steam-plate 
printing machine, of which the follow- 
ing is an illustration: : 

By a single movement the plate is 
automatically inked, wiped off, and pol- 
ished, and the sheet is printed, counted, 
delivered, and laid between tissue 
sheets. A piece of cleancloth passing 
over the wiping and polishing appara- 
tus is fed into the machine, and a cor- 
responding amount of soiled rag, simi- 
lar to a mosquito net, is taken up; the 
labor of but one person is required to 
feed the press. 


The profession of an engraver isa. 
good vocation for a boy, provided, of | 


course, he has the genius for the work. 
It is considered a privilege to. learn the 


designs. This is almost an exact repre- 
sentation of what the bank note is to be, 
something after the fashion that an 
architect makes his plans for a build- 
ing, only it is made on heavier paper 
and executed witha brush. These de- 
signers are so clever in their art that 
you might well mistake some of their 
designs for the engravings themselves. 

A bank bill is . igraved by one 
man, but by a number of men. Each 
engraver is skilledin his own particular 
branch of the work; one man may be 
expert in engraving portraits, another 
in making the old English and other 


fancy letters you always see on the) 


bills, another in the ‘‘script’’ or writing 
style of letter-phrases like: ‘‘will pay 
the beater,’’ or ‘payable to the bearer 
on demand.”’ 

The engravers all start on their re- 
spective kinds of work so as to finish 
aboutthe same time. Very muchin the 
same style as a railroad is built. Several 
gangs ef men working simultaneously 
on different sections of the road com- 
plete the enterprise sooner than one 
gang of laborers engaged on the whole 
route. So each engraver is given a 
small part of the bill toexecute. He 
engraves it ona piece of steel known 
as die steel, not quite as large asa pos- 


/talcard. Each piece is hardened and 


afterward taken up on the periphery of 
a soft steel cylinder, known as a roll. 
This, in turn, is hardened like a razor 
and the complete note is then made up 
from these rolls. The rolls, by great 
pressure, are impressed onto a large 
plate which, when finished, becomes 
the bank note that you are accustomed 
to see. 

A very curious machine used by en- 
gravers in their work is called the geo- 
metric lathe. It is with the aid of this 
machine that the peculiar and intricate 
lace-work patterns so familiar on our 
paper money are made. 
much like a scroll-saw, with a revolving 


bed and numerous little cogs, pins and 
thumb-screws. Projecting over the 
bed is anarm carrying a finely-tempered 
steel graver. Still more curious is it 
that it is impossible for the operator on 
this instrument to reproduce exactly the 
cutting he has made, of which he has 
neglected to keep the record or com- 
bination; if one of the thumb-screws is 
turned the hundredth part of an inch it 
changes the entire design. 

After the engravers have finished 
their work upon the die it goes to the 
hardening room, where, by means of 
furnace heat and certain chemicals, it 
is made so hard that even a file will not 
scratch it. Thenthedieis puton the 
transfer press, and an exact impression 
is made on the circumference of a soft 
roll of steel. This is hardened similar 
to the die, and transferred to the print- 
ing-plate. 


The first plate-printing presses, and-+- William A. Wigton, a native of Illi-- 


those in general use today, consisted of 
two metal rollers, between ‘which isa 
slab of iron running. on four guide 
wheels. The press looks something like 
a four-armed windmill. 

In using the press the printer first 
puts his plate on a small gas-stove, 
called a ‘“‘jigger,’’ rolls over the surface 
of the plate With ink, removing the sur- 
plus witha piece of mosquito netting 
and the remainder withhishand, Then 
he polishes the plate by rubbing it over 
with the soft part of his hand, covered 
with whiting. He does this tlll it 
shines like a mirror, leaving the en- 
graved lines full of ink. History in- 
forms us that bank notes were first 
printed by the Chinese 2697 B.C., and, 
even in that early day, plates were 
polished by the palm of the hand in the 
manner just described. — 

But now the Chinese are trying to 
learn the art of bank note engraving 
from Americans. Some time since I as- 
sisted in furnishing the Japanese gov- 
ernment with an outfit which, in time, 
will enable them) to become expert

business, and the ranks of the profes- 
sion are largely supplied by the~ sons 
and relatives of engravers themselves. 
Ihave seen as many as three genera- 
tions in a family—father, son, .and 
grandfather—all working in an estab- 
lishment at the same time. 

To be a successful engraver a boy 
must have good ideas of perspective, 
and must be painstaking, patient and 
clever in both writing and drawing. He 
will commence to learn the art at the 
age of 16, and, until he is of age, will 
receive but small compensation. . At 
first he is only an assistant to the regu- 
larworkman. After a time he will be 
allowed to make small drawings. If he 
shows a special fitness for letter work 
he will be given general phrases to 
copy, such as ‘United States of Amer- 
ica,” “State of New York,”’ State of 
Ohio,’’ or such set phrases as ‘‘$10,?? 
**$1000,”’ etc. 

Most of the boys who are engaged in 
this work in New York attend the 
classes at the Cooper Union Institute in 
the evenings, where they study in the 
art class and afterward attend the Art 
League. Working, practically, at 
their profession during the day and 
studying at their classes in the evening, 
they have every chance of becoming 
skillful engravers. 

The pay of engravers ranges frém 
$25 to $100 a week, sometimes more. 
Quite a large proportion receive $50, 
and the man who receives 8100 a week 
or more must be anexceptionally clever 
person. The best qualified workmen 
are those who can execute portraits. 

Engravers are called upon to make 
vignettes of railroad locomotives, agri- 
cultural scenes, river views, street cars, 
marine subjects, animals, such as dogs 
and horses and subjects of an allegor- 
ical character. 

Ask your father to show you a &1 
note, andthen see how many rattle 
snakes there are on the face of it; then 
ask him to show youa $100 note and 
see how many snakes there are on that, 
Although engravers are obliged con- 
stantly to make use of their eyes they 
seldom suffer from eye troubles, and 
you will rarely see them wearing spec- 
tacles. They know too well that they 
earn theirliving largely through their 
eves, and on that account they are very 
careful in their use of those valuable 
instruments. If other people were 
equally careful in caring for their eyes 
we should have little use for the opti-

SHOOTING AND TRAPPING THE 
GRIZZLY BEAR, 


By Theodore Roosevelt.

HE ONLY REALLY 
dangerous game of 
the United States 
isthe grizzly bear 
It be true that the 
cougar will under 
very exceptional 
circumstances a s- 
sail the hunter, and 
so will the 
moose if his pursuer blunders too near 
him; but with both of these animals 
the elément ef danger is so small that 
it may be practically disregarded. 
With the grizziy it is different. Any 
man who makes a practice of hunting 
this great shaggy mountain king must 
make up his mind that on certain occa-

Still, the 
danger has .become much exagger. 
dated. The average grizzly has 
but one idea when he sees a 


man, and thatis to get away; it will 
rua as quickly asa rabbit. Even when 
wounded a great many bears absolutely 
refuse to iight, seeking refuge only in 
flight. Nevertheless, there are plenty 
of grizzlies that will fight when 
wounded and cornered, and there area 
very few which will take the offensive 
themselves without any particular 
provocation, 

' Personally, I have never been charged 
but once, and this was by a grizzly 
which I had twice wounded and had ap- 
proached to within forty yirds, late one 


evening when had stroled- away from——— 


camp more withthe hope of knocking 
off the head of a grouse than with the 
expectation of seeing any larger game, 
The bear came at me most resolutely, 
although one of my shots nicked the 
point of his heart, and although one of 
the four bullets whicn I put into him 
would have ultimatel* proved mortal. 

All of the other bears I have killed 
started to run, or fellat the first fire, 
so that they had no chance of showing 
fight. It is, however, very unsafe fora 
man to generalize in any kind of shoot- 
ing, and particularly in bear shooting, 
merely from his ownexperience. Thus, 
I know one gentleman, an oilficer of the 
United States army. who has killed six 
grizzlies, three of them charging him 
before they were wounded or even fired 
at. ‘The incidents of the three charges 
were curiously alike; that is, he stum- 
bled on the bear in each case at tolera- 
bly close quarters,” at from ten to 
twenty vards away from him, and each 
time the instant the animal saw him it 
galloped toward him like a locomotive, 
only to be rolled over by a well-placed 
rifle ball. 

The grizzly is very tenacious of life, 
and so. great are his vitality and pug- 
nacity that a fighting bear will con- 
tinue charging when its body is fairly 
riddled with bullets. A shot in the 


brain or spine will of course bring one 
down inits tracks, but even a bullet 
through the heart will not prevent an 
enraged grizzly from making good its 
charge at close quarters. 

A man was once killed near my ranch 
by a grizzly under peculiar circum- 
stances. He ‘was one of a couple of 
men who had been coming down the 
Little Missouri ona raft in the time of 
the freshets. They stopped at our 
ranch to get lunch. Both of them were 
rather hard-looking customers. When 
they had eaten their fill they pushed off 
their raft again and continued down 
stream; but a couple of days later one 
of them turned up with the information

The best way to hunt grizzly 


with a pack of thoroughly trained, large 
and fierce dogs: Ordinary hounds not 
specially trained for the work are val- 
ueless, being entirely unable to hold the 
great animal at bay, and it is exceed- 
ingly difficult to get a pack which can 
do really effective work. In fact, I 
know of the existence of but one or two 
snch. The only legitimate methods of 
sees the bear ordinarily in vogue are 
still-hunting proper, and lying in wait 
ata bait. In still-hunting one gocs 
abroad early in the morning or late in 
the evening and hunts through the lo- 
calities where the bear is likely to. be; 
found feeding, keeping a sharp lookout 
and trying tocreep up onthe shaggy 
monster unobserved. 
pursuing this sport is in the spring 
when the suow ison the ground and 

when the bears have just emerged from 

their holes and are roaming with hun- 
gry eagerness allover the land. Suc- 

cessfully to stalk a bear tries ail the 

hunter’s knowledge of the craft, for 

although its sight is not particularly 

good it possesses the keenest both of 

noses and ears. Another and ordi- 

narily successful method is to toll the 

atiimal to baits and lie in wait beside 

the latter. In this kind of hunting a 

steer, an old horse, or an elk carcass is 

left at some likely spot where the 

hunter lies ambushed and awaits for the 

approach of the bear. It is customary 

to allow him to feed on the carcass two 

or three nights undisturbed first. If he 

is ashy brute he rarely makes his ap- 

pearance until midnight, and unless 

there is a full moon it is impossible to 

getashotathim. Where they are not 

much hunted, however, bears will come 

to these carcasses quite early inthe 

afternoon. I have obtained several 

under such circumstances. 

A great many bear are killed by trap- 
ping. This is perfectly legitimate if 
they are being killed as a matterof bus- 
iness for their hides or for the bounty 
or as vermin, but it is not sport at all. 
Nosportsman has any right to kill a 
trapped bear and claim the animal as 
of his own killing. If he cannot shoot 
one legitimately by still-hunting or in 
some other lawful kind of chase, and 
has to rely upon his guidesetting a trap 
for the animal, then for heaven’s sake 
let him hand the guide the rifle and 
have him finish the work he has begun. 
Shooting atrapped bear for sport is a 
thoroughly unsportsman-like proceed- 
ing,and stands only a degree or two 

igher than that foulest of butcheries, | 
shooting a swimming deer in the water 
from a boat. 

In spite of the great bulk, formidable 
teeth and enormous claws of the grizzly, 
it is normally a frugivorous and insec- 
tivorous animal, feeding on berries, 
nuts and the insects it obtains under 
stones and logs. Attimes, however, it 
becomes a flesh-eater, and it then at- 
tacks the largest animals, whether wild 
ortame. Not only horses, cattle and 
elk, but even the bison itself has fallen 
victim to a hungry grizzly. Like all 
bears, however, it has an especial taste 
for pork. Inthe Yellowstone Park the 
pigs in the sties, near the hotels, have. 
ona number of occasions -been carried 
off by bears which have leaped the wall, 
seized the poor squealing piggy and 
bundled him out to his doom over the 
fence. A grewsome trait of the bear is 
his habit of eating his prey alive, with 
bland indifference to its, yelling pro- 
tests.

Then Ihave an accacia tree that has 
grown about three feet the past nine 
months, and an eucalyptus that has shot 
up froma mere nothing till it can look 
me pretty fairly in the face in spite of 
having. been caten down once or twice 
by a pet rabbit. This is what may be 
considered earnest and vigorous growth.

It is this rapid growth which makes a 
home so desirable in Southern Califor- 
nia. You may buy a bare lot. and in 
three or four years’ time it may be a 
beautiful, tree-shaded park, surrounding 
your home with beauty and with abun- 
dant shade.

The United States Grand Jury ap- 
peared before Judge Ross in the Dis- 
trict Court yesterday morning and pre- 
sented its final report to Judge Ross, 
whothereupon discharged that body. 
Accompanying the report, the contents 
of which were withheld from _publica- 
tion for obvious reasons, were twenty- 
three indictments which had been found 
against various persons for alleged vio- 
lations of the United States laws. Of 
the persons indicted only two were ar- 
rested yesterday, George Hamer of 
Azusa and Thaddeus J. Barnes of Mon- 
rovia. 

Hamer, who is charged with the for- 
gery of Douglas Hamer’s signature toa 
money order for $25 on December 17 
last, was required to furnish bonds in 
the sum of $3000 to secure his appear- 
ance in court when necessary. 

Barnes, the postmaster at Monrovia, 
is accused of having, on September 9 
last, detained, opened and destroyed 
a package containing a ‘‘Musician’s 
Guide,’’ published by Messrs. S. Brain- 
ard & Son of Chicago and addressed to 
J. J. Renaker of Monrovia, and on No- 
vember 9 last detained, opened and de- 


stroyed, etc.,a package addressed to 


W.S. Smith at Monrovia. Bail was

H. Crowell, who charged Philip Hoff- 
man with having committed the crime 
of embezzlement, upon which charge 
Hoffman was subsequently ae and 
taken before Justice Stantoh, who 
placed him under bonds in the sum of 
$1200 to appear for examination on 
Friday next. 

Crowell alleged that in May last he 
owned a half interest in a little res- 
tanrant on Temple street, known as the

$20, and having occasion to leave town, 
he asked the latter to allow the debt to 
run on fora short time, promising to 
return and pay it. In the meantime, 
having about $250 worth of canned 
goods and other stock on hand at the 
Grotto,'he turned it over to Hoffman to 
store for him until he found a purchaser 
for it. On November 1 Crowell re- 
turned with a friend who had offered to 
take the stock off his hands, but when 
he made a demand on Hoffmann for the 
goods the latter said that he had sold 
them im payment of the debt which 
Crowell Sowed him, and that there was 
nothing due to. Crowell out of the pro- 
ceeds. 

Hoffmann claims that Crowell left the 
goods in his hands in May last as ‘se- 
curity .for the debt, with the under- 
standing that he would redeem them 
within thirty days. As he failed to re- 
‘turn within the time agreed upon, Hoff- 
mann'says he felt justified in disposing 
of them and did |

ITURBIDE AND MEXICO. 


The Prince and His Alleged Designs 
on the Country.

An Inside View of an Interesting Subject— 
—Garza Gonzales and the Pres- 


ent Border. “Ruc- 


) 


Los ANGELES, Jan. 5.—[To the Editor 
of Tue Times.] As the revolution in 
Mexico is causing some excitement at 
the present time the opinion of one who 
has had an opportunity to judge the sit- 
uation may be interesting to the reader 
of your paper. The Examiner corre- 
spondent believes that financial-aid has 
been rendered Garza by the clerical 
party of Mexico and thata coalition has 
been made with Prince Iturbide, grand- 
son of Emperor Iturbide, for the pur. 
pose of making him president of Mex. 
ico. This, to me, seems ridiculous. 
This young man Iturbide has no follow: 
ing in Mexico. He altied himself with 
the present administration about three 
years ago, and received the appoint- 
ment of ‘‘alfarez’’ in the army; after- 
ward, for insubordination and conduct 
unbecoming a soldier, he was cashiered 
and confined one year in the military 
prison situated near the City of Mexico. 
After serving the term for which he 


was sentenced he left Mexico for 
the United States. The 
party in Mexico "was completely 
broken up at the time Juarez 
was successful in his revolution, 
since which time they have submitted 
to the laws of that country and have 
made no attempt at reorganization. 
The personal friendship which existed 
between President Diaz and the late 
Archbishop of Mexico (Labistida) was a 
fact well-known in Mexico. The only 
party inthe Republic of Mexico whict 
has a following worth considering is 
the Liberal party or the party which 
under Juarez overthrew the Maximillian 
government, and the disturbances ir 
Mexico are caused by a dissention in 
the ranks of that party; in other words 
it is a question between the ‘‘inns anc 
outs.’’ 

After the death of Juarez Don Miguel! 
Tijada became president;, he was de 
posed in a revolution organized b: 
Porfino Diaz, the present president oi 
Mexico; the cause of the revolution wa: 
that Tijada was not in favor of the 
president holding office for one term 
only. The Diaz party being successful z 
law was enacted to that effect. Dias 
was choosen president and served his 
term with great credit to him- 
self and retired with the _ full 
confidence of his constituents. He was 
succeeded by Gen. Manuel Gonzales, a 
gentleman wHfo had been conspicuous in 
the revolution as a brave soldier anda 
man of more than ordinary ability. It 
was under the administratian of Gen. 
Gonzales that a great many important 
projects were originated and afterward 
carried to a _ successful termination. 
His administration was characterized 
by a most faithful loyalty to his friends 
and the principles of the Liberal party, 
and both friend and erfemy alike have 
implicit confidence in his word. On 
his retiring from office he was succeeded 
by Gen. Diaz. .Soon after charges of 
malfeasance in office were preferred 
against Gen. Gonzales by the Congress 
of Mexico. The charges were not 
proven and were ultimately withdrawn 
under the advice of Gen. Diaz. The 
fact of charges having been preferred 
and for certain political reasons, the 
Liberal party divided into two factions, 
with Diaz and Gonzales as the recog: 
nized leaders. They retained toward 
each other the position of an armed 
neutrality and no serious outbreak has 
ever occurred, though the followers of 
Gonzales were ostracized from partici- 
pating in the Diaz administration. 
The feeling between the two factions 
was still further estranged by President 
Diaz’s appointing to high offices in the 
government gentlemen who had served 
in Maximillan’s army at the time of the 
Juarez revolution, and by his selection 
of Don Manuel Romero Rubio, a distin- 
guished statesman and jurist to the po- 
sition of secretary of state. Seflor 
Rubio was a member of Tejada’s cabi- 
net and was most bitter in his opposi- 
tion to the Diaz revolution. During 
Diaz’s first term of office he was mar- 
ried to the estimable daughter of Sefior 
Rubio, thus healing the feeling which 
had existed between these two gentle- 
men, but his selection to fill the office of 
secretary of state was not acceptable to 
the Gonzales faction. All legislative 
measures in Mexico originate with the 
President, and without debate or oppo- 
sition are put through congress by the 
member representing the administration 
in that body. Consequently when a bill 
was passed act by which 
the President could office for one 
term only it was considered a usurpa- 
tion of power on the part of President 
Diaz and having for is ultimate object the 
creation ofa dictatorship. When we stop 
to think that he was repealing the very 
act for which the people had fought, it 
does seem that they had reason for their 
conjectures. After the repealing of the 
act Diaz was again elected president. 
I was in Mexico the day the electicn 
was supposed to have taken place, but 
‘was unable after diligent search to find 
a polling place. The present disturb- 
ances occurred on the border where the 
Gonzales faction predominates and in 
the immediate vicinity of the home of 
Gen. Gonzales’ son, who has a large 
hacienda well stocked with cattle and 
sheep, and capable of supplying pro- 
visions to a much larger force than that 
accredited to Garza. And I am sure 
Garza would not be required to levy 
forcible tribute to get stich provisions 
ashemayrequire. The principle reason 
why disturbances have not occurred 
heretofore, or why others more promi- 
nent than Garza 
spicuous in this movement, lies in the 
fact that generals who have served for 
fifteen years in the Mexicanarmy, have 
been retired ona salary of $500 per 
month, and they prefer to submit to 
overt acts on the part of the administra- 
tion rather than relinquish the salary

Imposing Licenses and Fixing Rates There- 
of in the County of Los Angeles, State of 
California, 


HE BOARD OF SUPERVISORS OF 
the county of Los Angeles, State of Cal- 
ifornia. do ordain-as follows: . 

SECTION I. For every traveling exhibition 
or entertainment, the exhibitor thereo 
shall pay a license tax as follows: 

Forevery exhibition of a caravan, mu- 
seum, menageric,or collection of animais, 
not included 10r with a circus, twenty-five 
dollars per day: for every exhibition ofa 
circus, notincluded in or combined witha 
menagerie. museum, or collection of ant- 
mals, twenty-five dollars per day: for every 
exhibition of a circus inéluded in or com- 
bined with a menagerie, traveling museum 
or collection of animals, fifty dollars per 
day; for every side show to a menagerie, 
museum or circus where a separate admis- 
sion fee is charged, five dollars per day.
